P h c e n ix (A. T.), May 18:h.—The recent 
local election on the question of disincor- 
poration at Tombstone has resulted in a 
tragedy and a mixed municipal condition 
that has necessitated action by the Gov­ 
ernor. Disincorporation failed by only fif­ 
teen votes, though it is claimed that more 
than 400 persons were disfranchised on the 
ground of being 
non-property owners. 
After the election the disincorporationists 
continued the fight, and exerted sufficient 
influence to bring about the resignation of 
the Mayor and two Councilmen, thus de­ 
stroying a quorum of the City Council and 
bringing municipal affairs to a standstill. 
In this crisis it became known that on 
Monday next the time would expire for the 
equalization of the assessment, a duty fall­ 
ing solely on the Council. To fail in this 
would destroy all hopes of municipal rev­ 
enue for the ensuing year. 
About this time the community was 
startled by the snicide of City Marshal 
Gage. His salary had failed him through 
the chaotic condition of allairs, and he 
borrowed $100, for which he was pressed as 
matters became more complicated. When 
a majority of the city government had re­ 
tired he had accumulated only $90. To 
even this out to $100 he risked it on faro 
and lost. Then he pnt a bullet through 
his head. 
The tragedy aroused the people, and 
Judges Stillwell and Swain came to Phoenix 
to-day, and induced Governor Wolflev to 
appoint a Mayor and two Councilmen. 
William Monier was appointed Mayor, and 
Alien Y\ alker and John P. Shaughnessy 
Councilmen, thus reviving the government 
in the great old camp.

H o w to U se C a n n e d G oods, 
An “expert,” writing to the Grocers' 
Chronicle, well says that canned goods 
should be turned out and eateq as soon as 
possible. If kept at all, the food should Ire 
covered up and put in a cool place— 
always, however, turned out of the origi­ 
nal tin. The liquor around lobsters,.sal­ 
mon and all vegetables, excepting toma­ 
toes, it is desirable to strain ofl and throw 
away. Lobsters and prawns are improved 
by being turned out into a sieve and rinsed 
with clear, cold water. Never on any ac­ 
count add vinegar, sauces or anv kind of 
condiment to tinned foods while' they are 
in the tins, and never leave such mixtures 
to remain an hour or two if from forgetful­ 
ness it is done. 
_ All tinned goods are put up as fresh as 
it is possible to be, but unless corned or 
salted, will not keep if turned out, as 
freshly-cooked goods will, and certainly 
not longer, as many thoughtlessly suppose 
or expect they will. Sardines, if preserved 
in good oil, and if of good quality, will be 
an exception; so long as the oil is good, 
the fish can he kept in the tins. 
But seven days is long enough to trust 
these before eating. Consumers should 
not buy larger packages of canned goods 
than they can consume quickly; if they 
should, most of the fish and meats can be 
potted after recookiog, sauces and season­ 
ing being added. If the nose and eyes are 
properly used, it is as impossible to par­ 
take of an unsound tin of canned food of 
any kind as to partake of bad meats, fish 
or vegetables from a shop.

N e w Y o r k , May 18th.—The Times says: 
Jay Gouid interested Wall street a couple 
of years ago by electing his son George 
President of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, and abounding tales then ran 
merrily around promising wonderful de­ 
velopments in tbe company's affairs. 
The company’s past was to be a trille 
only compared with the new glories and 
new profits that the Gould regime assured, 
but somehow or other the predicted for­ 
tunes failed to come. 
Pacific Mail stock 
was up around $C0 a share in the stock 
market then. It has been down in the 
neighborhood of $30 a share since. 
It is under the circumstances, therefore, 
hardly surprising that some ot the big 
stockholders, whose original investment 
was a good deal beyond the present market 
values, have lately dropped a little of the 
element of reverence out of their disposi­ 
tions. 
Young George Gould now appears 
to them a slightly less important personage 
than he seemed when his father was star­ 
ring him tweuty-fonr months ago. 
Mntterings of accumulating wrath on 
this score have been long heard in Wall 
street. It was not till yesterday, however, 
that outsiders were able to discover that 
the anti-Gonld contingent intended to back 
its talk up with acts, but they do. George 
Gould is to be retired from the Presidency 
of the Pacific Mail Company, C. P H unt­ 
ington is to be the company’s controller 
and Hemy Villard is allied with him. 
It is stated wiih what is practically offi­ 
cial authority that the majority of the 
company’s capital stock has already been 
put into the names of Huntington and 
Villard or their representatives. This con­ 
templates one of the mcst important deals 
of recent years in the financial world. 
Jay Gould and his friends are said to 
have been canght napping, never suspect­ 
ing that Huntington and Villard would 
undertake to capture exclusive control of 
the property. There have been few open 
suggestions that either Huntington or Vil­ 
lard was figuring actively in the matter. 
Both have been much out of town, appar­ 
ently devoting themselves to other busi­ 
ness. 
George Gould was put into the Pacific 
Mail Presidency largely through the work 
of one man, Henry Hart. Evervbody in 
New York knows Henry Hart. He is a 
little fellow physically, bat he’s big finan­ 
cially. He has some millions of dollars 
and wears old clothes. He owns a couple 
of street railways and rides in a cab. 
It was no fault of Henry Hart that the 
Pacific Mail market values shrunk. He 
played fair, and, in the feeling euphony of 
these latter days, he was "done up.” 
The shrinkage in quotations, it has been 
estimated, represented an apparent loss on 
Hart's Pacific Mail account approximating 
$1,000,000. 
Through Hart’s ministrations Villard 
and Huntington, who have offices in the 
same Wali-street building, were brought 
together. 
The success of the anti-Gould movement 
will mean harmony between the immense 
interests represented in the West, North­ 
west and Southwest by Huntington and 
Villard, enterprises never hitherto having 
anything of consequence in common. 
Both have much to gain through the new 
deal. It is, of course, not proposed by 
Huntington to cut off the Pacific Mail's 
important San Francisco connections, but 
there is special interest in the concessions 
that it is declared are to be made to Villard, 
through the making of an additional Pa­ 
cific Mail port at Tacoma. 
This means inestimable advantages and 
benefits for Villard's 
Northern 
Pacific 
properties, one of Mr. Villard’s friends de­ 
claring that the consummation of the deal 
will be the greatest accomplished in the 
Northern Pacific’s history, while it may be 
fairly suspected that Huntington would 
not be taking any hand in it unless he saw 
points on his side. too. 
It is predicted that Huntington's per­ 
sonal and business friend, Captain John 
McLaughlin, of the 
Brazilian 
line of 
steamers, will be elected President of the 
Pacific Mail Company at the coming an­ 
nual election ten days hence.

FOLSOM'S FUTURE. 


B rig h t P ro sp e c t» fo r th e B u sy F o o th ill 
V illag e. 
In an article published in the San Fran­ 
cisco Call, a few days ago, concerning the 
work of the Folsom Land and Water Com­ 
pany in progress at Folsom, on the Ameri­ 
can river, that paper referred to the bright 
prospects opening op for the old-time 
mining village as a manufacturing center. 
The Telegraph of yesterday thus speaks 
of the progress of the work: 
“ The work on the canal has been pushed 
ahead much more rapidly than one would 
suppose, Bnd the dry wall thereof has been 
almost completed. It will be all done by 
June 1st. 
Three sand-gates have been 
made in it, and the preparatory work on 
four more, above the heail-gates’, has been 
commenced. The earthen bulkhead at the 
place wbeie tbe big dam turns, was washed 
out when the river rose last, and in an ici- 
pation of auother rise, a new buikhead of 
loose gravel, faced with boards on whicu 
saud-bigs arc piled, ha been erected. It 
is a substantial atlair, and will easita with­ 
stand tbe wa.er. The work on the inner 
wail will soon commence, and the rough, 
uneven sides will be smoothed ofl 
“The power-house work is going ahead 
in good shape, and a massive pile of gravel 
is on the outside ot tbe old wall, and ihe 
excavating on the inside thereof ¡3 nearly 
all done. Abont 150 men are employed on 
the pawer-bonse work, and about 300 on 
tbe canal. 
“Tbe water still goes over the dam, aDd 
of course nolhiDg can be dons on that part 
of ihe work until tbe river gets low enough, 
to permit it. From tbe looks of thing?, 
that will be some time in August, and per­ 
haps later. The snow must be mebiug 
rapidly, judging from tbe amount of water 
coming ¿own.”

In San Francisco, which has 
been branded throughout the country by 
indolent agitators as a place where thou­ 
sands of nteu arc starving for want of work, 
nearly everybody is employed who is really 
desirous of working. Tne Bulletin, in an 
article on the labor situation in that city, 
says: 
“At the present time it may be confi­ 
dently asserted that there is less destitution 
among the inhabitants of this city roan can 
be found iu any other city ol its sizi iu the 
United States. The condition of labor in 
San Francisco was never better than it is 
to day. According to tbe testimony of 
those who are in a position to know, any 
man possessing a knowledge of trade need 
not be out oi work one moment in thiscity 
at the present time. The saute mav be said 
of those men who can dandle only pick 
and shovel. A visit to the principal em­ 
ployment agencies in this citv brought out 
the fact tiiat there is great difficulty in sup­ 
plying the demand for tabor of ail kinds, 
skilled and unskilled, in this citv.”

APPEARANCE OF BUSINESS STREETS. 
A correspopdent, a former resident of 
California, was permitted to state Ills views 
freely in this journal yesterday, concern­ 
ing the domestic policy of this city, and to 
advance his reasons for believing that 
there is not here manifest that public 
spirit that should distinguish a growing 
and prosperous community. Our corre­ 
spondent takes a somewhat too ultra view 
of the matter, The truth is, that while 
the community is very slow, unreasonably 
so, in making modern improvements, it is 
not wanting in advancement. Its people 
are prosperous and the commercial im- 
]>ortance of the place has not diminished. 
Nevertheless some criticisms are made 
by the correspondent that are just, and 
should command our attention. The chief 
of these is one that has been frequently, 
but not too much referred to—that is, the 
unbusiness-like appearance of the business 
streets. It is true that in most respects 
we adhere to old and primitive styles in 
the architecture on the business streets, 


(o r no apparent reason than that the style 
is indicative of the pioneer aud formative 
era that in the initial efforts to found here 
a city, testified to a want of faith in its 
permanency. But while that frontier and 
camp-like period has departed and perma­ 
nency and prosperity have succeeded, we 
have not put by the raiment of the mining 
camp and the backwoods. In nothing is 
this more conspicuous tliant in the “awn­ 
ing5’ system, that leech-like clings to us 
and is the source of endless uncompli­ 
mentary remark by visitors. Familiarity 
with the continuance of the primitive sys­ 
tem has bred in us indifference to its of­ 
fensive character in the eyes of strangers, 
and for that reason it is necessary that 
there should be inaugurated something in 
the nature of a crusade to work reform in 
the matter. It has been held that the 
jH)st-awning is, in a warm climate, a neces­ 
sity more than a convenience, and that in 
the rainy season it is a positive advantage. 
But a little examination will dispel this 
delusion. In cities and towns where a 
higher temperature prevails and for a 
longer period, the post awnings have been 
superseded by more graceful, less expensive 
and more useful and comfortable devices. 
The permanent over-hanging awning of 
iron or wood that has here and there sup­ 
planted the old style was a decided and 
most agreeable improvement, but not even 
that costly structure is needed. It is a 
hindrance and a positive danger in the 
case of conflagrations. It is incapable of 
sustaining much weight and is therefore 
useless to firemen. It serves, as do the 
old post awnings, in case of tire, to create 
a draught that facilitates communication 
of the flames from one structure to an­ 
other. It is expensive, cumbersome, and 
puts upon the walls an unnecessary strain. 
There are other objections to the style, 
not the least of which is the efiect of re­ 
ducing the apparent hight of fronts. 
Now there are eight months in the year 
when there is no necessity for shelter of 
the windows of merchants, save on sunny 
days for an hour or two at the outside in 
the very early or the late hours of the 
business day. For that time, and in the 
summer season, when a shade is desirable 
for a somewhat longer jieriod each day on 
the north side of east and west streets, the 
movable or rolling awning, either of can­ 
vas or of metal, is infinitely preferable. 
Of these there are a score of styles, and all 
are ornamental and serve the purpose ad­ 
mirably. They roll up and out of sight 
beneath the windows of the second story 
and over the doors of the first, and in case 
of fire are instantly put out of the way, so 
that firemen have a perfectly unobstructed 
approach of sixteen feet between the 
building and the electrical wires that line 
the outer edges of the walks some twenty 
feet al*ove the street level. 
The rolling awning is so easily adjusta­ 
ble to the conditions of light that by its 
use the merchant makes a positive saving 
in the matter of lighting his establish­ 
ment artificially. Of course, the rolling 
inetal awning is infinitely preferable to 
anv other and almost universally prevails 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
the East generally, where the hanging 
awning is little 
and the P0**1 »wninP 
is p r o h ib ite d . The life of the rolling 
metal screen is quite equal to that of the 
building to which affixed, and because of 
its portability and the lightness of the ma­ 
terials used in the construction, costs less 
than the hanging and ten-fold heavier 
awning. 
\s for the convenience of the extended 
permanent awning in the rainy season, the 
movable device answers all purposes, wh.le 
i- prevents the possibility of occupants of 
upper floors half living in the street and 
c o n d u c tin g in the open a large part of the 
domestic affairs of the household. It is no 
uncommon thing in this and some other 
interior cities of California to find the fam­ 


ily washing exposed in all the revelations i 
of privacy upon the front awning; nor is it ' 
less common to find the family wood-house 
in front upon the awning, and to hear the 
stroke of the industrious ax overhead as 
one passes along the business streets. In 
some instances the family kitchen or out­ 
house is boldly built upon the awning, 
and defiantly dares the inspection of the 
passer on the opposite side. In other 
cases the sight that greets the eye as one 
looks upon the two-story shed-roof of the 
awnings of business buildings reminds one 
of the aspect of the spot appointed for the 
dumpings of the city scavenger carts, and 
is scarcely less offensive in appearance. 
The unoccupied and somewhat orna­ 
mental awning that here and there is 
found, is open to the general objec­ 
tion that it is not the equal of the 
folding or rolling screen, and in the long 
run is more expensive to maintain. But, 
compared to nine-tenths of the ricketty 
and unsubstantial structures that disgrace 
J and K streets, and most of the cross 
streets, it is elegance and beauty, utility 
and grace. 
Let us have reform in this matter. It 
means economy to the propertv-owner, 


1 lessened risk in case of fire, lower cost of 
maintenance, abolition of the leaky, un­ 
graceful and altogether objectionable 
wooden and post awnings, and, indeed, 
a far superior shelter and more desirable 
screen than even the permanent iron hang­ 
ing awnings. The latter, which have here 
and there been put in at heavy expense, 
we would not have condemned, since they 
were erected in good faith and testify to 
the willingness of property-owners to re­ 
form abuses; but for all future construc­ 
tions the city should require that if awn­ 
ing shelters are put up, they should be of 
the movable type, and as for the wooden 
abominations of every class and style, they 
should be unhesitatingly condemned, and 
their removal insisted upon within a pe­ 
riod of less than a year. 


RUSSIA AND CHINA. 
There are fresh rumors of difficulty be­ 
tween China and Russia along the frontier 
of the two nations. It is said that the at­ 
titude of the Chinese Government is one 
decidedly belligerent, and that the Rus­ 
sians have been given to understand that 
China will not submit to any further en­ 
croachments upon her jurisdiction. For 
ten years past Russia has been insiduously 
at work undermining Chinese strength 
along the Asiatic frontier, and inducing 
the border tribes to submit themselves to 
Russian influences. It is probable that 
Russia will now call a halt in this policy; 
her commerce upon the Siberian frontier 
is almost wholly dependent upon Mon­ 
golian friendship. The Chinese are so 
peculiar a people that the sacrifice of all 
the valuable trade between the two na­ 
tions would count as nothing if thereby 
successful resistance could be made to 
what they consider Russian injustice. 
Russia will not wish to provoke the Chi­ 
nese to actual hostility, because the Chi­ 
nese Empire, as a means through which to 
strike at Russia, could be availed of bv 
any powerful enemy Ru-sia might have, 
that enjoys close relations with China, as 
the English, and the Germans to a less ex­ 
tent. The Czar will therefore hasten to 
conciliate the Mongolians, and to insure 
peace and the maintenance of amicable re­ 
lations between the two powers, entirely 
irrespective of the fact that if a contest 
should he brought on Russian arms would 
be victorious over Chinese in every pos­ 
sible engagement. 
--------------- 
B a s e b a ll is doing one great service for 
the young men oí the country—it is teach­ 
ing them in the most emphatic and prac­ 
tical manner the value of correct physical 
lives. The conservation of the bodily 
strength and clear-headedness of the few 
men engaged in the employed clubs of the 
country, in itself is not nearly so impor­ 
tant a factor in the development of a race 
of strong and temperate men as Ls the 
service done by the young men’s gymna­ 
siums, which are gratifvingly upon the 
increase. But the discipline of the base­ 
ball player is a matter that is constantly 
belore the public mind, and young men can­ 
not but be seriously impressed with the 
folly of over-indulgence in intoxicants and 
the waste of physical vigor. Of course, 
there are influences that, in a degree, 
counterbalance these advantages, such as 
the undue withdrawal of attention from 
business and the disposition upon the part 
of many to make the game and the con­ 
testants in it the subjects of absorbing 
thought, to the exclusion of other things 
that should engage the minds of youth. 
But considered in a purely physical sense, 
we think that it must be conceded that the 
evolution of the game of baseball by the 
discipline enforced upon its players is ben­ 
eficial to the race, since it contributes to 
the cultivation of manly vigor, and points 
with emphasis the folly of neglect and 
practices which deprive men of physical 
strength and prevents the full develop­ 
ment of their powers.

REASONS WHY CALIFORNIA SHOULD 
NOT BE DIVIDED. 


Arguments W hich Should Convince Any 
Thinking Man of tUe Folly of the 
Froposltion. 


Some weeks ago the Chino Valley Cham­ 
pion, published by John Wasson at Chino, 
San Bernardino county, contained an edi­ 
torial which put several pointed questions 
to Wm. H. Mills, Vice-President of the 
State Board of Trade, relative to his views 
on the question of the division of the State. 
Mr. Milla replied in a letter which is 
printed in the Champion of May 16th, and 
which ought to convince any reasonable 
man that there is absolutely no reason why 
the State should be divided and that the 
present agitation is iDjurions, injudicious 
and untimely. Mr. Mills says: 
The suggestion at first was hardly re­ 
garded as serious by the great mass of our 
people. From the very first, however, I 
beg leave to claim that I have felt that 
sooner or later this would be a question of 
the first magnitnde. 
In all governments of consent it is the 
first requisite of statesmanship to bring 
government as close to the people as possi­ 
ble. The government of a self-governing 
people sustains an inseparable relation to 
the peculiar interests of different localities. 
Legislation is sought with reference to the 
objects which call it forth. Proper legisla­ 
tion for any people is that which is speci­ 
fically adapted to specific conditions. Gov­ 
ernments of force may maintain their 
authority over wide territorial areas em­ 
bracing a great variety of climate, soil and 
productions, but governments of consent 
cannot so easily do this. Physical pecul­ 
iarities are the basis of diversified indus­ 
tries, and those industries constitute the 
great material interests of the people. Thus, 
physical and climatic differences result in 
antagonisms of interests between different 
sections of any widely extended area sought 
to be brought under the regulation ot a 
single civil policy. The great safety of 
republican institutions in America is the 
subdivision of territory into States, and 
placing in the hands of these smaller areas 
the power to enact apt legislation for the 
development of their own natural re­ 
sources, thus more completely correlating 
government with the interests of the peo­ 
ple governed. In order to secure the great­ 
est possible repose of government under 
our political system the interests of the peo­ 
ple should be as nearly as possible homo­ 
geneous. If a State were divided by belts 
and zones of climate, producing vast di­ 
versity of industry, and consequently an­ 
tagonism of interest, laws general in their 
character would fail to perform the highest 
office of government. Such a common­ 
wealth would be distracted by sectional 
contention, and necessarily so. Legislation 
is wise only when it is aptly applied to fit­ 
ting conditions. 
It is the great office of government to 
provide for the general welfare, to promote 
the industries of the people subject to it, 
and to guarantee those conditions most 
favorable to the creation of wealth and 
prosperity. A State wherein all the in­ 
dustrial conditions are homogeneous, will 
find no difficulty in discerning and apply­ 
ing legislation completely suited to the 
wants of its people. Laws general in their 
application are often unsuited to local di­ 
versities of interests. 1 am more than ever 
convinced that the organic law of this State 
is wrong in prohibiting special legislation. 
The provision itself was framed in an un­ 
reasonable distrust of the government about 
to be formed, ilf there are physical differ­ 
ences and industrial antagonisms within 
the borders of the State of California justi­ 
fying its dismemberment, the difficulty 
ought to be met and overcome by special 
legislation. Remedies need not be broader 
than the evils they are designed to cure, 
and measures devised to promote the wel­ 
fare of a people should be limited in their 
application to those portions of a common­ 
wealth wherein the conditions justify the 
wisdom of the measure proposed. Tbis is 
illustrated by the great common doctrine 
of riparian right. The common law of any 
country comprises those rules and regula­ 
tions most nearly consistent with the 
highest public policy. 
Now, if in one portion of a State an an­ 
nual excess of precipitation, annual over­ 
flows and inundations of fertile lands were 
drawbacks to agriculture, aud in another 
portion of the same State the artificial ap­ 
plication of water to the same land by way 
of irrigation was the only means of avail­ 
ing of the fertility of its soil and the clem­ 
ency of its climate, then, in the very na­ 
ture of things, you would have questions 
of public policy, or the common law in 
the two sections cutting each other at right 
angles or meeting face to face with uncom­ 
promising antagonism. Thi9 is the illus­ 
tration most familiar to us, and perhaps 
the most instructive, but other sectional 
differences and antagonisms are as readily 
conceivable. To say that our form of gov­ 
ernment is one of consent is equivalent of 
saying it is a government of local consent, 
because we cannot imagine any considera­ 
ble body of our people consenting to any 
other than that government best calculated 
to promote their highest interests. 
The practical question, however, to us is: 
Are there industrial antagonisms between 
sections of this State which make it diffi­ 
cult, improbable or impossible for a siugle 
State Government to confer upon the peo­ 
ple of every section the kind of govern­ 
ment best adapted to their needs? When­ 
ever the Government of California fails in 
this, that portion of the people to which 
such failure relates will be without the 
benefits of government in its highest sense, 
and the question recurs : Have there been 
such failures ; are there antagonisms; are 
there irreconcilable differences of interest 
between various sections of our State? Or : 
Are there large sections of our common­ 
wealth so completely divorced in interest 
from the great body of the State that they 
cannot hope for justice at the bands of the 
State Government? Is the interest of the 
majority in this State of such a nature that 
the temptation to despoil the minority will 
be constantly present! and therefore a con- 
slant menace to the rights and interest of 
that minority ? Has the State Government 
of California fallen short of being an ade­ 
quate government for any county or group 
of counties? Are there interests in any 
section of the State languishing and suffer­ 
ing or perishing for want of proper recog­ 
nition at the hands of this State Govern­ 
ment? If thereare.it is my opinion that 
an adequate presentation of the grievances 
complained of would secure at once the 
proper remedy. If euch failures exist, and 
upon adequate presentation of the griev­ 
ances of any section tbey have not been re­ 
dressed, all fair-minded men would heartily 
sympathize with such a section in any 
effort to secure to it the legislation adapted 
to its necessities. 
The question is, therefore, a very large 
one, and should not be considered lightly. 
A mere sectional prejudice is not a justifi­ 
cation for the dismemberment of a State. 
An honorable spirit of emulation between 
sections of a State may degenerate into fan­ 
cied grievances or supposed antagonisms 
where none in reality existed; and I have 
been disposed to think that the sentiment 
in Southern California in favor ot dividing 
this State has 110 higher source than this 
degenerate spirit of emulation. Against 
the preposition of division there stands the 
increased cost of government and the vast 
impairment of State influence in the coun­ 
cils of the Dation. For half a century the 
three great States of New York, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio have governed this coun­ 
try. In all the centuries to come the great 
States will control the national policy. To 
divide this State then means to eliminate 
its influence in the national councils, and 
to do this means t« abdicate the sovereignty 
of the State in so far as that sovereignty 
has influence in the natio.i. One-half of 
the Stale of California will never possess 
one fourth oí ihe influence it now exercises 
in national affairs; or. to state this in a 
different form, one State of California has 
more than four times the influence upon 
the current ot national life than two States 
of California could possibly exert. The 
majority necessarily wields* the power of 
the State. 
If our friends in the South conclude they 
cannot live with us, their very best way 
would be to continue the rapid growth 
which has attended their recent history, 
build cities like Los Angeles, San Bernar­ 
dino and San Diego, monumental to the 
splendid energy and enterprise of their peo­ 
ple. acqnjre a majority in the State, and 
kindly annex the northern end of the 
State. The southern end of the State 
would then Deccme theState of California, 
and, being in control of its legislation and 
the arbiter of its destiny, will have no 
grounds of complaint that the course of 
government does nor conform to the high 
est interests of their section. I believe the 
people of California are fully abreast of the 
modern civiliz'd conceptions of legislation 
and jurisprudence, and I entertain, without 
the slightest distrus’, the profound convic­ 


tion that the whole people of the Slate cf 
California will justly and impartially ex­ 
tend the benefits of government to any sec­ 
tion, however small, and tiat therefore the 
one ana only respetable justification for a 
division does not exist. Beyond this, per­ 
mit me to say that the time for the dis­ 
cussion of the subject is most inopportune 
ior Southern California. The present ten­ 
dencies of political events should convince 
you that the people of the State do not re­ 
gard your section as being under political 
disability with reference to the most im­ 
portant office in the giitof the people. This 
conciliatory spirit has been so manifest as 
to be unmistakable. 
Let it be understood that a deep and 
abiding nurpose has found a lodgement in 
the mil ds of the newly-acquired popula­ 
tion of your section to divide theState, and 
such a distrust will be engendered as will 
make it difficult at least for you to receive 
the recognition you are seeking. Against 
the proposition ot dividing the State its 
pioneers, its elder inhabitants and its na­ 
tive-born citizens stand united. On such 
an issue party lines would disappear, and 
at least 90 per cent, of the voting popula­ 
tion wonld vote and act in such a way as 
to secure the State forever against such 
dismemberment. 
The local or State 
patriotism of this commonwealth takes its 
root in traditions and associations widely 
different from those of older States. The 
love of Californians for California is pro­ 
verbial throughout the world. That love 
is intensified by the surpassing beauty of 
our country, and is tinged with a romance 
of affection inseparably* associated with its 
earlier aDd later history. I cannot, there­ 
fore, look npon this agitation in any other 
light than injurious, injudicious and un­ 
timely. When criminal neglect or unre­ 
dressed wrong at the hands of the Govern­ 
ment of the State can be truthfully alleged, 
the sympathy of all just men will be with 
the section victim of the wroDgs. 
THE OTHER SIDE. 
A Very W eak Answer to Mr. Mills' 
Argument. 
In the same edition of the Champion 
in which Mr. Mills' letter appears the fol­ 
lowing editorial is printed: 
The Champion gives much space, little as 
it has, to the letter of Mr. Mills. Unlike 
some of the big San Francisco dailies, the 
Champion is willing to give the “other side’’ 
a hearing. 
Having given so much space 
to the letter, little must be used in com­ 
ment on it. 
Mr. Mills uses the language of a gentle­ 
man and presumably as good arguments as 
can be made against State division, but in 
the main ihey are such as have no weight 
in determining the judgment of the mass 
of the people who favor division; in other 
words, the great majority ot those who 
favor division do so without reference to 
any actual or alleged neglect on unlair 
treatment on the part of the more populous 
and hence powerful up-country section. 
Having a firm conviction that the State is 
too large and ought to be divided, they 
naturally point out what they conceive to 
be neglect and bad treatment, which too 
often are taken as arguments when they 
are nothing but current facts, or supposed 
fac's, if that would be a more agreeable 
way of stating this view. If it be true that 
New York, Ohio aDd Pennsylvania control 
the nation, they should ’not. Their in­ 
fluence has not always been commendable. 
If such big States’as California are most 
desirable, then all the coast States from 
Maine to Texas ought to be reformed into 
three States—one to south line of Virginia, 
another to Cape Sable, and a third thence 
to the mouth of the Rio Grande. If Dela­ 
ware, Maryland, Rhode Island and other 
small States have ever complained of their 
littleness, Mr. Mills can probably inform 
the public. The State Agricultural Fair 
cannot be attended by one in one hundred 
tillers of the soil south of Tehachapi, and 
this will always be so—both cost aud time 
beiDg items they cannot afford. Out of 
this question ot time and cost to go to San 
Francisco has come a quarrel in the 
Episcopal Church of this State. Such ob­ 
jections to a big State may be easily multi­ 
plied. 
Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino. Orange aud San Diego 
counties cover as much territory as Ohio, 
and Ohio seems to come up to Mr. Mills’ 
idea of requisite size, and these counties 
possess a greater variety of resources than 
Ohio. “Tlte degenerate spirit of emula­ 
tion,” the Champion may remind Mr. Mills, 
is not monopolized by a few southern 
counties. It is inconsistent for the pot to 
call the kettle black. The privilege to 
grow fast and annex the upper to the lower 
part of the State is a kind concession that 
in an extremity may be taken advantage 
of. The offer to be good to us of tbe 
southern counties “in the matter of the 
chief executive office of the State, if we 
will only behave ourselves, conform our 
wishes and opinions to those np north, or 
suppress them altogether, is, so far as the 
Champion is concerned, respectfully de­ 
clined on tbe terms. This patronizing 
offer has recently been referred toby the 
Alta, Bulletin, Call, Rbcobd-Usion and Bee, 
and perhaps other patters have discussed 
State division on about all points but the 
ones that exist with the masses down this 
way. and each and all join Mr. Mills in ac­ 
companying the offer with a poorly-con­ 
cealed threat. The Republican party of 
this State cannot win without the Republi­ 
can votes in tbe counties above referred to. 
Our delegates will probably not forget this 
fact when attending the next State conven­ 
tion; and if tbey do, the voters may not at 
the noils. There is as much intelligence 
and independence among the voters down 
this way as among any equal number in 
the Union, and they know as well how to 
use both. Might can defeat a just cause. 
Our northern Republican friends might 
consider this simple proposition from two 
or three standpoints. 
A iairly-well writlen letter on State di­ 
vision, couched in courteous terms, giving 
full credit to the value and good points of 
the State at large, was recently refused 
publication by the fairest of the big San 
Francisco dailies. Talk about liberality !

Sacramento Newspapers Now Require 
the Fastest, Best and Latest Im ­ 
proved Presses Slade. 


The announcement made a few days ago 
that the R ecord U k io n had purchased one 
of the latest improved perfecting presses, 
capable of printing, cutting, pastiDg and 
folding four, six, eight or twelve-page 
papers at one operation, and with a speed 
of 20,000 per hour, has led our enterprising 
and thoughtful contemporary, Themis, to 
publish the following article on the growth 
of the newspaper business in Sacramento, 
which will be found interesting: 
There is no better thermometer of the 
progress of a people or community than 
the advance ot its press. While it has been 
in Sacramento that rnnch money has been 
made from barter and trade, and the rates 
of wages have been higher than now, it is 
yet true that the era of permanent advance, 
indicated by the planting of homes and the 
establishment of business, small and large, 
that will last, came within late vears. The 
announcement made a few days ago that 
the R ecord U n io n management were ar­ 
ranging to supplant their two double-cyl­ 
inder presses by a perfecting press may 
strike our people as of but little moment— 
as a matter which alone concerns a news­ 
paper and its business. It is true that ex­ 
pensive presses and office equipments are 
not brought into a city by newspaper pub­ 
lishers to be a conree not of profit, bat the 
fact that the business of both dailies here 
has justified the purchase of the very latest 
styles of printing presses is indicative of 
general prosperity. 
We need go back bat a few years. The 
U nion was started in March. 1S51, by an 
association of printers. Not one of its 
original proprietors is now living, so far as 
we know. Its first edition of 500 copies 
was printed on an old style hand-press. 
The business of the paper soon increased, 
and, as we understand, an Adams press 
was purchased. Later two little cylinder 
presses, each capable of printing two pages, 
did the work of the paper, and the office 
was deemed to be fully equipped. On No­ 
vember 17, 1858, the first work of a double 
cylinder press was issued from the U nion 
office, in the shape of an eight-page edition 
of the paper. It is somewhat curious, in 
view of the accomplishments of the pres­ 
ent, to look back to those days, and we feel 
pardoned in reproducing the laudatory no­ 
tice the paper then gave of “the first double 
sheet daily ever published on the Pacific 
coast.” On the day named the U nion 
printed the following: 
DOUBLE “ DAILY UNION.” 
Owing to the pressure of news upon our col­ 
umns, we are under the necessity of issuing to­ 
day a double sheet ot the Daily Union, the first 
double daily ever published on the Pacific coast, 
and the largest to our knowledge in the United 
States. It contains fifty-six columns of matter, 
and embraces intelligence from all portions of 
the civilized world, with interesting corre­ 
spondence from Boston, New Y'ork, Washington 
and New Orleans—the latter of which cities, by 
the recent opening of the Tehuantepec route, 
has at once become a most important ]>oint tor 
the transmission of the latest news to Califor­ 
nia. Foreseeing the speedy establishment of a 
mail route, and the quick time that would be 
made over it, we some time since made arrange­ 
ments to procure a reliable correspondent in 
that quarter, w ho should not only forward ad­ 
vices from that locality, but from other por­ 
tions of the United States and from Europe. We 
have also cs ablished correspondents at St. 
Louis aud St. Joseph, at the Eastern tetmini of 
the Southern aud Central overland routes, from 
whom we shall shortly receive communication!. 
Having obtained a circulation surpassing that of 
any daily in California, it will be cur aim to 
meet the expectarious of our readers, and to be 
lully up to the spirit of the times. The double 
Daily Union is printed on one of Hoe's largest- 
sized cylinder presses, recently shipped from 
New York, aud will be issued whenever the ar­ 
rival of steamers lrom the Atlantic States, or of 
the overland mail, shall bring in upon us de­ 
tails of news that cannot be conveniently dis­ 
posed of in a single sheet. 
This “giant” edition of November, 1S58, 
contained a New York letter dated October 
20.h, and two letters from New Orleans, 
dated, respectively, October 20th and 27th. 
The budget of Atlanticinteliigencereceived 
by the steamship GolJen Gate were of date 
not later than October 27th, and the State 
telegraphic items tilled less than a quarter 
of a column. It wilt be recollected in those 
days there was no overland telegraphic 
service; such a thing a3 cablegrams was 
hardly dream ot, though it is true that in 
that very year a cable was stretched under 
tbe Atlantic that worked for a short time. 
The double cylinder of 1858 was soon found 
incapable to do the work, and to supply the 
demand of to-day, two of these printing 
gaints have fail. 
The progress of the 
morning daily of Sacramento requires a 
stereotyping and perfecting press—one of 
speed and as perfect as modern science has 
accomplished. It was but a short time ago 
when neither of the dailies of the citv had 
the press facilities Themis has. In the case 
of the Bee time was that its presswork was 
done at a job office. Its business justified, 
a very short time ago, the purchase of a 
modern perfecting press. It would hardly 
seem possible that a further improvement 
can come in printing machinery, for now 
papers are printed on both sides, pasted, 
folded and counted—yet the demands of 
the future may briDg about improvements 
as marked as those that have supplanted 
the Hoe double cylinders, and if it comes 
the people will have the adyantage.

THE YOUNG MAN TITCHES ANOTHER 
CHAMPIONSHIP GAME. 


T h e H eav y -H ittin g : S an F ra n c is c o s F a ll 


B e fo re H im - O a k la n d W in s 
a t th e B a y . 


George H arper, Esq., pitched for the Sac­ 
ram ento Baseball Clnb yesterday in the 
game against San Francisco. 
T hat’s why Sacramento won. 
A t lea9t, that was the principal “ why.” 
Of course if the rest of the Senators had not 
played a cham pionship game behind him 
the result m ight have been different, for 
the San Franciscos were playing w inning 
ball, too. 
B ut H arper carried off the honors of the 
day, and proved once more that California 
clim ate develops great twirlers. H e pitched 
a magnificent game from start to finish and 
had wonderful control of the ball. A t ex­ 
citing stages of the game—and there were 
several of them —he was as cool as the pro­ 
verbial cucumber. Seven scattering hits 
were w hat the heavy-hitting team from the 
Bay managed to get off of his delivery, 
some of which were of the “scratch” order. 
H e gave but two of them first base on balls, 
and struck out eleven batters. It was com­ 
ical to see San Francisco’s heaviest batters 
come up, one after the other, and pound 
the air with their bats, in their vain en­ 
deavors to straighten out his tantalizing 
curves, and the audience showed its appre­ 
ciation of his work by applauding him 
w ildly throughout the game. Two errors 
appear against him in the score, which 
were for two bad throws to bases. They 
were not of a serious nature, however. 
Daley was on the sick-list and Zeigler 
took his place at short. 
The pitcber- 
manager appeared to be a little nervous 
and uncomfortable in the position—which 
is quite natnrai for a player who is unac­ 
customed to filling such a diflicult place— 
but, probably fortunately, he did not have 
m uch to do, and got off with one error. 
HOW THE RUNS WERE MADE. 
San Francisco started the game with one 
run, while the Sacramentos were unable to 
score. There was not a great deal of en­ 
thusiasm in the grand stand. 
In the sec­ 
ond inning, however, the Senators turned 
the tables. 
After Godar had struck out, 
Reitz hit safely into left field and stole sec­ 
ond. 
They tried to catch him at second, 
but Reitz only took another base from 
them for 
their 
trouble, Shea 
having 
dropped the ball. 
Roberts struck out. 
M cHale was hit by the ball and presented 
w ith first. H e immediately raced down 
for second, but was headed off by an accu­ 
rate throw by Speer, the San Francisco 
catcher. McHale, however, knows how to 
play ball, and, instead of running into the 
second baseman’s arms, turned and started 
back for first. Shea gave chase, and while 
this was going on Reitz crossed the hoine- 
plate—just w hat McHale was playing for, 
and there was even more luck in store for 
M cHale than he had anticipated. ^Shea, 
after he had overtaken the Sacramentan, 
dropped the ball, and McHale landed safely 
on second. 
On a passed ball he reached 
home. 
H arper reached first on balls, but 
was subsequently put out at third while 
circuiting 011 Goodenough’s hit. In this 
inning San Francisco scored nothing. 
In the third inning one more run was 
tallied for the Capital City nine. Godar 
was the young man who made the circuit. 
H e went to first on a short infield hit, and 
by great sprinting reached home on Reitz's 
left-field hit, which proved too hot for 
Levy to intercept. 
The fourth and fifth innings 
netted 
nothing for either team. 
In the sixth the Sacramentos spurted 
again, and the result was two more runs to 
their credit. Reitz went to first on Young's 
inability to put the ball over the plate, and 
followed this up with a magnificent slide 
to second. 
Roberts then wielded his bat, 
aDd the ball went ricocheting through left 
field. 
Reitz headed for home, but the ball 
was close behind him . The little fellow 
doubled his speed and made a desperate 
plunge for the plate. Pitcher Young of 
the San Franciscos was in the way and re­ 
ceived the force of Reitz’s plunge on the 
fingers of his left hand. The pitcher was 
badly hurt, but after a time was able to re­ 
sum e the game. Roberts in the meantim e 
was sitting complacently on cushion No. 3. 
W hen the game was resumed McHale took 
up his bat and rapped out a full-grown 
base-hit over first base, bringing in Rob­ 
erts. 
McHale tried to steal second but was 
put out. H arper was hit by the ball and 
Bowman hit safely. Zeigler ended the 
inning, however, by hitting an easy one to 
Young, which the latter fielded handily to 
first. San Francisco made nothing in this 
inning. 
In the seventh the Bay team added one 
m ore run—just to keep the little lonelv 
one, which bad been patiently resting on 
the black-board since the first inning, com­ 
pany. Stevens hit salely, and Harper, in 
trying to catch him napping, over-threw 
the ball to such an extent that it rolled 
down under the Kindergarten. Before it 
could be recovered Stevens was home. 
Buchan hit to Stapleton, and Young fouled 
out. 
AN EXCITING HALF-INNING. 
N either side scored in the eighth or 
n in th —but Sacramento had an awful scare 
in the San Francisco’s half of the ninth 
inning. The San Franciscos have always 
been noted for their “ dou’t-give-up-the- 
ship” principles, and not unfreqnently have 
they won a game in the last inning, when 
it was all but lost. 
It looked very much as though they 
were going to do it again yesterday. 
Levy hit to Zeigler, and was thrown out. 
Speer then rapped one along the ground 
between Stapleton and Reitz. Reitz, as 
usual, went alter it; but in his anxiety he 
fell over the hall and Speer was safe. On 
a passed ball Speer went to second. Stevens 
took first on balls. 
Bochan rapped oui a 
long 
fly, which Goodenough captured. 
Y’oung then hit to right field and was safe. 
The bases were now lull, and Shea, one 
of the hardest hitters of the San Francisco 
team , was next to bat. 
There was no cheering or wild enthusi­ 
asm now. 
A good hit would clear the 
bases and tie the score, while a home run 
—which Shea now and then indulges in— 
would give the game to the visitors. 
The spectators gazed with craned necks 
and bated breath at H arper. 
The handsom e young pitcher realized 
his position. 
H e steadied him self for a 
m om ent and then sent in the ball like a 
rocket. Sbea made a desperate lunge at it. 
but the curve deceived him . H e managed 
to tonch the succeeding three balls, t$jt 
they were fouls. 
Then another strike. 
Still no enthusiasm . H arper steadied him ­ 
self again and then—whew ! bow those 
people did yell—struck Shea out. 
Despite the sprinkling ot errors through­ 
out the game, it was at all times interesting 
and frequently exciting. It waa just the 
sort of game the average spectator likes— 
good pitching, splendid hitting and base- 
running, and a close and exciting finish.

COMPANY B ENJOYS A PICNIC NEAR 
PLACER VILLE. 


S e v e n H e u r s o n th e R o a d , B n t a Jo y o u s 


T im e A fte r—I n c id e n ts 


o f th e H ay . 


There were exactly 307 people on the ex­ 
cursion train which left the city at 1 o’clock 
yesterday m orning for Placerville. A num ­ 
ber of friends of the excursionists were at 
the depot to see them off. Company B 
(First A rtillery Regiment), under whose 
auspices the affair was given, occupied the 
first car w ith the A rtillery Band. Not a 
person on the train slept for a moment d ar­ 
ing the trip to Placerville, for there was a 
choir of singers in every car, and they 
made things lively. “Down W ent Mc- 
G inty,” “ Little Annie Rooney,” “W hite 
W ings,” “ Razzle Dazzle,” "W here Did You 
Get T hat H at” (wifh variations as to the 
text), “In the Sweet Bye and Bye” and 
"Gabriel’s Trum pet” were sung exclusively 
by the merry-makers, but “Pickanniny,” the 
colored mascot of Company B, rendered 
several other songs in his own inim itable 
style. 
The trip was w ithout incident until the 
train reached the heavy grade above Fol­ 
som, where the engine was frequently 
forced to stop to m ake steam. 
~ 
After leaving Latrobe the grade was so 
steep that even with a full head of steam 
the locomotive conld not budge the train, 
and had to run up to the nearest sidetrack 
w ith three cars and then return for the 
others. The train also had to be broken 
again before Shingle Springs was reached, 
all of which caused such delay that Placer­ 
ville was not reached until 8 o’clock, m ak­ 
ing the trip of sixty miles of seven hours' 
duration. 
H undreds of Placerville’s big-hearted 
people were at the depot to meet the ex­ 
cursionists, and cheer after cheer went up 
as the train pulled in. The Sacram entaos 
made a grand rush for the nearest hotels 
and restaurants to stay their pangs of h u n ­ 
ger. The company, headed by the band, 
marched up the street to the Carey House, 
where the members had breakfast. 
Everybody in town was out to hear the 
band play, and more than a dozen wagons 
stood in readiness to convey the picnickers 
to the grounds, about a m ile distant. The 
generous town-people showed them every 
attention and made the visitors feel quite 
at home. 
About 9 o’clock the people began to flock 
to the grounds, and half an hour later the 
military and band went out. 
No better 
place conld have been found for a picnic. 
There was plenty of shade, and the place 
was clean and inviting. 
There was a large dancing platform in 
the grove, and during the day the floor was 
filled with dancers. Baseball and other 
games were played, and the day was de­ 
lightfully spent. Company B prepared a 
shooting range on the ground and held its 
annual target practice. The shooting was 
watched with considerable 
interest by 
many and some fair scores were made. 
The highest score was 42, and the others 
ranged from that all the way down to zero. 
It is thought, however, that the percentage 
of the company, for the num ber of men 
wbo shot, will be about 55 per cent. 
The company lett the grove about half­ 
past 5 o’clock. Nearly all Placerville was 
at the depot to see the visitors off, the fair 
sex in particular. The young ladies of the 
little m ountain town were dressed in their 
best, and seemed to outnum ber the young 
men about five to one. 
At 8 o’clock, amid 
a general waving of handkerchiefs, the ex­ 
cursionists departed for home, thoroughly 
convinced that Placerville was a charm ­ 
ing place. 
On the way up, George Franz and Frank 
Flannigan, members ot the band, left the 
train at Shingle 8prings and started to 
walk towards Placerville, believing that 
tbey could catch the train when it neared 
them , on account of the heavy grade. 
They had walked about two miles out of 
town when the train caught up with them, 
and it was moving with such speed that 
they were unable to board it. The result 
was that they had to walk about six miles 
farther to a farm house, hire a team and be 
driven to Placerville. They arrived more 
dead than alive and though in no hum or 
to be joked, they were unm ercifully guyed.

stated th at nobody was seriously injured, 
but that several received painful bruises. 


DIED OF HIS WOUND. 


F a ta l E n d in g o f a S h o o tin g A ffray a t 
C isco Y e s te rd a y . 
Robert Bryan was bronght here yester­ 
day from Cisco, suffering with a ballet 
wound in his breast, and taken to the Rail­ 
road Hospital, where he died a few hours 
afterward. 
All that conld be learned abont the affair 
which led to his death was that he had in­ 
terfered to prevent some men from fighting, 
when a shot was fired by one of the bellig­ 
erents. and it struck him instead of the 
person for whom it was intended. 
This was the story told by those who ac­ 
companied the young man to this city. 
A brief dispatch was received later from 
Cisco, however, which stated that Bryan— 
who was a railroad employe—“was shot by 
W. M. Daniels for snowballing.” 
The intelligent press telegraphic reporter 
who sent the dispatch deserves a cbromo 
for his lucid report ot what m ust have 
been som ething of a sensational occur­ 
rence.

T h e E tn e r* o n -H e ise n C a se—H e ise n W in s 
—T w o S id es to a S to ry . 
Early in February Ann M. Emerson 
sued Chas. Heisen for a settlement and to 
have ascertain document, in the natnre of 
a mortgage, set aside, and for a reconvey­ 
ance of the property by Heisen to her. At 
the time the colored woman's story, as told 
in her complaint, excited a good deal of 
sympathy for her, and corresponding exe­ 
cration ol Heisen, especially as the woman 
alleged that she had been deluded into 
signing a transfer of lot 1, E and F, Four­ 
teenth and Fitteenth streets, and certain 
confessions 
ot indebtedness 
that, 
she 
charged, were never read to her, and the 
contents of which she was ignorant, as she 
could not read or write. 
She claimed that she had affixed her 
mark to a statement of account between 
her and Heisen, which, she afterwards dis­ 
covered, was recorded 
as acknowledg­ 
ing an indebtedness of $2,101 53 to Heisen, 
and for which the document recited that 
she had made a deed of the lot, Heisen 
leasing it to her for $25 a month. 
She admitted having borrowed frequent 
sums of money of Heisen. but denied owing 
him more than $!>00 or $1,000. She made 
charges of fraud and deception against 
Heisen, and generally preferred charges in 
her complaint that were “rough” upou 
him, to say the least. 
Heisen loans money and on small 
sums charges a high rate of interest and 
some of them are compounded. His ac­ 
count against the woman sec forth all the 
loans and the terms of interest charged. 
In some of these she claimed that as high 
as live per cent, per month was charged, 
and that interest was compounded monthly. 
It is always well to bear in mind that in 
lawsuits there are two sides, and that it is 
well to withhold judgment until both 
sides are heard. It turns out that the 
Emerson woman’s story should have been 
taken with a broad margin of allowance, 
and common justice demands that the re­ 
sult of the trial sh»uld be made public. 
The case came to judgment in the Su­ 
perior Court on Saturday, and resulted in 
Heisen, tbe defendant, establishing every 
ilem of his account, 
the story of the 
plaintiff being 
flatly disproved by the 
testimony. In fact, if the witnesses are to 
be believed, taken in connection with the 
woman’s own testimony, there was nothing 
to justify her statement that she did not 
owe what was claimed, and that false 
swearing was indulged in for the plaintiff 
was found by the Court. 
Except in one 
item, as to the right to a credit lor a cer­ 
tain amount of rent, Heisen’s case, the 
Court held, was completely made out, and 
the woman's case was accordingly thrown 
out of Court, though she has the right, as 
originally intended, to redeem the prop­ 
erty. 
In brief, it was shown that in 1883, a 
son-in-law of the woman boi rowed $100 of 
Heisen at 21 per cent, a month. The note 
ran on anlil it amounted to some $700 and 
was outlawed. In the meantime Heisen 
bad loaned Mrs. Emerson various small 
sums, from time to time. 
In 1889 the son- 
in-law wanted $100 more. Heisen told 
him that he would let him have it if he’d 
pay the old debt and give security. 
Mrs. 
Emerson owed a Mrs. Houghton $600, and 
had given her a mortgage on tbe lot. It 
was agreed that Heisen would lift the 
mortgage and lend tbe son-in-law the $100 
if Mrs. Emerson would make a deed for 
the property which was, by reason of the 
agreement in the nature of a mortgage, 
and that Heisen would rent the place to 
her for $25 a month. 
This was done, and after that Mrs Emer­ 
son borrowed various sums of Heisen. 
Some of these were advanced on requests 
written for Mrs. Emerson by her grandson 
On some of the small sums 5 per cent, a 
month had been charged, and intereat was 
compounded, but wben tbe mortgage was 
taken she complained of tbe in'erest, and 
it was reduced to 2J per cent. 
Mrs. Emerson testified that she had not 
signed any mortgage or deed at a ll; that if 
any one made her mark to one it waa a 
forgery. But Deputy Clerk Scott testified 
that he took the acknowledgment, and 
Mrs Emerson made her mark, and that 
she knew all about it. 
The items and acoonnt of Heisen were 
proved in every detail according to the 
Court, before Heisen him self took tbe 
stand to prove his claim. Heisen claimed 
> that the rent of the property $25 a month 
paid him about 1 per cent., but tbe Conrt 
beld that his interest in the property by 
' tbe transfer was not such a one that he 
could collect more than legal interest from

STANLEY CAP I IK E D . 


T he G reat E xplorer Falls a Victim 'to 
Cup«l’s D arts. 
London, May 18th.—Stanley has made a 
new and rapid conquest, a marriage hawing 
been arranged between him stud Miss Dor­ 
othy Tennant. The lady is well known, 
not only in society, but to the world at 
large as a clever artist. She has ior some 
years past been almost a protoge of the 
rtaroBess Burdett-Coutts, end it was at her 
house nearly four and a half years ago that 
Stanley met Miss Tennant." Stanley has 
declared times innumerable that his mis­ 
sion in life was not to be able to talk to a 
woman. From the first -day he was pre­ 
sented to his future bride by the Baronese 
he seemed to find in the quietude of MÍS3 
Tennant’s society that haven of rest which 
is now rarely his. 
It will no doubt be news to the public of 
this couetry and America to hear that three 
days before Stanley departed upon his 
perilous mission to ‘find Emin Pasha he 
proposed to Miss Tennant and was accepted 
by her. The Baroness Burdett-Coutts and 
some half dozen neer friends were informed 
of the engagement, but were sworn to the 
strictest secrecy until such lime as the lov­ 
ers should deem fit to make their engage­ 
ment public prr^jr^y. How well these few 
privileged friends kept their trust may be 
judged from the fact that nearly four years 
nave passed and not one word has escaped 
their lips. 
During the years that Stanley has been 
absect from home in Africa Miss Tennant 
and her lover have been regular corre­ 
spondents as far as the difficulties of postal 
arrangements would permit. Each mail 
that has brought letters from the explorer 
and the Emin Pasha Belief Committee has 
also contained a lengthy budget to Stanley's 
lady love in Richmond Terrace. 
It is 
openly stated that Miss Tennant has now 
in her possession more written facts of the 
dangers, privations and discoveries of the 
Stanley expedition than even the Relief 
Committee are aware of or the public can 
guess at. 
It seemed somewhat strange to some peo­ 
ple that Stanley should, when first putting 
foot on London soil after his return to this 
country, drive direct to the Baroness Bur­ 
dett-Coutts’ house in -Stratton street. The 
mystery is now -explained, as someone as 
precious as existenoe to 6tauley was wait­ 
ing for his coming. That someone was 
Miss Dorothy Tennant. It has for some 
weeks past been a noticeable fact that one 
of Stanley’s most interested listeners at his 
lectures has been Miss Dorothy Tennant, 
the artist and author. 
Among the friends of this engaged 
couple the question most widely discussed 
is what will the future Mrs. Stanley do 
when her husband again goes to the 
darkest Africa? On Friday Miss Tennant 
was lunching with some friends and the 
above question was put to her. The only 
reply stie vouchsafed to the query was by 
asking: “Is he going out again ?" Then it 
is stated that Stanley will be offered the 
post of Governor in Africa. 
To-night Miss Tennant was present at 
the Turners’ Company dinner at the Can- 
non-street Hotel with Stanley, and received 
many good wishes for her future happiness. 
Miss Dorothy Tennant is a niece of Charles 
Tennant. She is very good looking and 
will be well dowered. 
As an artist she 
paints nude studies generally, but this 
year she has a wonderful picture of real­ 
istic London life, entitled “Street Arabs 
at Play,” which she shows at the new 
gallery. 
Even the closest friends of Stanley never 
dreamed he carried this romance in his 
heart through the Dark Continent, nor has 
Miss Tennant given the slightest intimation 
of the truth by her overanxiety during the 
terrible suspense of the three years she 
waited for her lover. Times without nnm- 
her came the news of bis death. For many 
dreary months the air was full of rumors 
of his fate—how he had died like a dog in 
a fetid swamp; how he had been slain by 
the blacks; how he was caught in Khar­ 
toum. 
Such was almost theonly news which came 
to this courageous woman, whose sufferings 
may be left to the imagination. It is in­ 
teresting in this connection to recall what 
Stanley said about love and women when 
interviewed on that subject in Africa. 
“No, the fact is,” he said, “I can’t talk to a 
woman. I am absolutely uncomfortable 
when speaking unless she is such a rare one 
that she will let me hear some common 
sense in a woman's presence. I am just as 
much a hypocriteas any other man. It galls 
me that I must act the atrected parody of 
myself for no earthly reason but because I 
think with other men that if I speak or 
act otherwise I will not be appreciated. It 
is such a false position that I do not care 
to put myself in it.” 
“For the life of me,” continued Stanley, 
“I cannot sit still when anything approach­ 
ing to love comes on the tapis. I have 
lived with men. not women. It is man’s 
intense ruggednees and directness that I 
have contracted by sheer force of circum­ 
stances. Poets and women appear to me 
to be so soft, so very unlike the rude type 
of mankind, that one soon feels by talking 
to them that he must soften his speech, 
drawl or affect singular articulation,"or of­ 
fense will be taken where none was in­ 
tended. Henee men are seldom sincere to 
women or poets. 
“ Women, white or black, I regard as far 
above us. They are more human: they are 
more prompt with sympathy. They are 
more trainable to new ideas than we of the 
opposite «ex. I have been looking for a 
wife for twentv years without having had 
time to find one.” 
The date of the marriage is not settled, 
but it will probably be late in June or early 
in July. If .Stanley carries out his inten­ 
tion of going to America in the autumn, 
his wife will go with him. 


W ILL IT COLLAPSE. 
Posit ion of tlie B ritish-C abinet Opposing 
the LA(U'DS« D ili. 
L o n d o n, May 18th.—The Government 
proposal to compensate the publicans 
whose licenses will be cancelled by the new 
liquor clauses, if persisted in by the Minis­ 
try, will seal the-death warrant of the Cab­ 
inet. There is now no longer any doubt 
that the Government cannot push this 
point without fatal danger, and all Goech- 
en'e urgency cannot change the situation. 
The only choice ceems to be between re­ 
jecting the compensation clauses and re­ 
ceiving the resignation of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, or retaining them and 
being voted out of power by the House of 
Commons. Either one Minister or all the 
Ministers must go-out. Jt is quite certain 
that an attempt to carry through the com­ 
pensation provisions will result in shatter­ 
ing the .Unionist ooalitinu and leaving the 
Tories without the majority which they 
have been able to maintain thus far only 
by blind and determined adherence to the 
Hartingtonians. 
Notwithstanding that the Government 
coalition obtained a good majority on the 
division, most of the Unionists voted on 
the Ministerial side with the greatest re­ 
luctance, others abstained from voting at 
all and several even went so tar as to sup­ 
port Caine's amendment. 
W ithin a week past every- leading reli­ 
gious body in England has'begun a vigor­ 
ous protest against the Government plan. 
Tne Wesleyan Methodists, Coogregational- 
ists and Roman Catholics are up in arms, 
and are giving voice to their annovanee 
and hostility. The London County Coun­ 
cil has denounced the measure in very posi­ 
tive terms and throughout tbe country 
meetings are organizing to oppose it. This 
sudden and violent storm ot public seaili- 
rneut gives the Ministers a pause, and com­ 
pels them to stop and consider what they 
are doing with a good deal of anxiety. 
The indefinite postponement of the pro­ 
posed reforms iu the Brrliah army, in con­ 
sonance with reports of the special Com­ 
mission, is due to strong opposition offered 
by tne Queen and PriDce of Wales to tbe 
abolition of the office of Commander-in- 
Chief, now occupied by the Duke of Cam­ 
bridge. Both hold that this post belongs 
to the royal family, and that to abolish it 
would interfere with tbe prerogatives of 
the crown.

D isastrous Explostou. 
H avana, May 18th.—During a tire in a 
hardware store last night a barrel of pow­ 
der exploded. Tbe whole structure was 
blown to pieces and twenty-two persons 
were killed. Among the dead aie ioar or 


five chiefs and the Venezuelan Consul, 
S mor Franceso Silva, who happened to be 
in front of the building at the time of the 
explosion. In addition to the killed over 
100 persons are injured. The explosion 
caused the wildest excitement throughout 
the city and thousands visited the scene of 
the disaster. The principal authorities 
were promptly on the ground, and did ev­ 
erything in their power to aid the injured. 
Several houses were damaged by the explo­ 
sion. 
Later—The number of dead up to this 
evening is thirty-four. Gangs of men are 
at work on the debris. Many human 
limbs were taken out. The relatives of the 
missing persons gathered on the spot, and 
as the bodies were brought out the scenes 
were distressing. The proprietor of the 
wrecked hardware store was arrested. It 
is feared several more victims are iu the 
ruins. 
The Copper Sy»dict»te. 
P asts, May 18th.—At the trial of tbe 
copper syndicate rúen it has been proved 
that Secretan, as Director of the Societe de 
Metaex, distributed fictitious profits for 
188“, and used improper sseans to bull 
copper, raising the price from under i,000 
francs per ton to over 2,<500 francs, and 
clearing within two mouths 10.090,000 
francs. The defense is that the article of 
tfce Penal Code on which the charge is 
bnsed does not apply. 
Hentsch, on being examined, admitted 
«hat while be was Chairman of the Conip- 
toir Mescompte he -knew nothing of the 
dealings of the institution with the Societe 
des Metaux. 
He also testified that the 
Board rarely listened to the Manager’s re­ 
ports and let things slide. 
A Mwrvelcus Christ. 
B erlin, May 18th.—Advices from East 
Africa say that Major Wissman lias cap­ 
tured Makendini, placing tbe whole coast 
from that place to Zanzibar in the hands 
of the Germans. 
The Passion play at Oberammereau 
promises to be a "great success. In the 
dress rehearsal tableaux the actors were 
excellent. Mayer was marvelous as Christ, 
and the other actors were skillful with tbe 
exception of Judas, who overacted his 
part. The play lasts eight and a half hours. 
B ism arck Talks. 
Paris, May 18th.—Le Matin publishes 
an interview had with a French journalist, 
Dessoux, who was recently entertained by 
Bismarck. Bismarck referred to his resig­ 
nation as a -first-class funeral, but added 
that he was alive still. He declared among 
other things that Germany would never 
attack France, or provoke France to attack 
her. Germany well understands that Rus­ 
sia would intervene to protect France if 
attacked, just as Germany would aid Aus­ 
tria if Russia attacked her. 
R aoe-on-tlie A tlantic. 
L ondon, May I8th.—The Anchor liDe 
steamer City of Rome sailed from Queens­ 
town at 12:40 to-day for New York, the 
Guion steamer Alaska at 1:20 and the Cu- 
nard steamer Aurani at 2 p. m. All went 
ahead at full steam directly that they 
cleared at Queenstown harbor. There is 
heavy betting on the result of the race. 
W ar Talk. 
Constantinople. May 18th.—The Porte 
has not yet replied to Russia's claim for 
the payment of arrears of the war in­ 
demnity. Russia's Embassador, in an ur­ 
gent note to the Porte, demands the pay­ 
ment of the arrears. Otherwise, he adds, 
that Russia will reserve the right to take 
further measures. 
B oulanger Explains. 
London, May 18th.—Boulanger has in­ 
formed a friend that the letter by which he 
dissolved the Boulangist National Com­ 
mittee does not mean that he is renounc 
ing his claims, but that he desires the 
absence of any medium between universal 
suffrage and himself. 
R acing ill F rance. 
P aris, May 18tb.—Tbe race for the 
Grand Poule des Produits, worth about 
40,000 francs, was won-by Baron Schicklirs 
with the French-bred bay colt Puicho.

Citt of M exico, May 18th.—Rich dis­ 
coveries of antimony have been made in 
Chihuahua. Large deposits of coal are 
found in Tabasco.

L ondon, May 18th.—The steamer Harold, 
bound from Bilboa to Glasgow, foundered 
off the Irish coast, and six persons were 
drowned.

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INSURANCE AGAINST BOB BERT. 
How a R hode Island M an Succeeded la 
M aking Money. 
We -were staging from Anton Chico to 
«Santa F-e, says a New York Sun writer, 
and there were six passengers, all men. 
Every man was armed, and one might 
safely judge that every one would fight if 
driven to it. One of the passengers was a 
man from Rhode Island, who said his 
name was Hastings, and after we w-ere 
fairly started he began : 
“Gentlemen, I have a proposition to 
make. If you accept it I hope it will be 
to your benefit. If you do not, then no 
harm has been done. We are quite likely 
to meet with a road agent before we get 
through. Is so, how many of you will 
fight?” 
This was putting it pretty broad, but 
seeing that no disrespect was meant, one of 
the passengers looked over the crowd and 
replied.:

I’ve 
beeu through the mill, and I’ve seen a 
man with two revolvers go right down in 
his boots and submit to be kicked.”

An O rdinance Proposing a Special Flec­ 
tion a t W hich Shall Be Subm itted to 
th e Q ualified E lectors of th e City of 
Sacram ento, th e Proposition of Incn- 
rlng Indebtehnesa for the^Purpose of 
Im proving the Street* of th e City ol 
Sacram ento. 
T 
HE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
of Sacramento do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It is hereby determined by the 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sacramento that 
the public interest demands the improvement 
of the streets of the city of Sacramento, and 
that to make and carry out said improvement of 
the streets, it will be necessarv to incur an in­ 
debtedness on the part oftthe "city; that the im­ 
provement of the streets will promote and ad­ 
vance the interests and comfort of said city; 
that the estimated cost of such improvement 
will be 81C0.C00; that the manner of improving 
said streets shall be designated and described 
in an ordinance calling such special election to 
be hereafter published. 
Section 2. It is lurtber considered that the 
cost of the improvement of said streets is too 
great to be paid out of the ordinary annual rev­ 
enue and income of the city provided for such 
purposes. 
Section 3. The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sacramento shall, alter the publication of this 
ordinance for at least two weeks in the Daily 
Bee, a newspaper published in the city of Sac­ 
ramento, cause to be published an ordinance 
passed in conformity to the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 2 of an Act of the Legislature of this State, 
entitled an “Act Authorizing the Incurring of 
Indebtedness by Cities, Towns and Municipal 
Corporations, Incorjiorated Under the Laws of 
this State.” approved March 19. 1889, calllh: 


Incurring me indebtedness for tbe pur­ 
pose set forth in this ordinance. The said ordi­ 
nance so calling tbe said special election shall 
be published once a day for ten days in the 
Daily Bee, a newspaper printed and published 
in the said city of Sacramento, and shall recite 
the purpose for which the said indebtedness is 
proposed to be incurred, in accordance with the 
Í 
irovisions of Section 2, of the Act of the Leg_ 
ature of this State, approved March 19, 1889, 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
Section 4. The polling places for said election 
shall be designated in the notice of said special 
election hereafter to be published. 
Section 5. The election shall be held and con­ 
ducted in accordance witli the laws ot the State 
of California relating to elections. 
Section 6. This ordinance shall take eflect and 
be iu force from and after its passage.

A 
N ORDINANCE FOR THE PROTECTION 
ot wild game in the county of Sacramento, 
California: 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
couutv do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of April and the fifteenth day of Sep­ 
tember ol each year, in the county of Sacra­ 
mento. to take, gather, or destroy the eggs of 
any specie of wild duck, or to hunt, kill or de­ 
stroy any specie of wild duck in said county, 
and any person so offending shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Section 2 It shall be unlawful between the 
first day of January and the first day of July of 
each year, to hunt, kill or destroy doves In said 
county, and any person so offending shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 3. Every person who shall have in his 
possession, or shall give away, or expose for 
sale, any specie of wild duck or doves at a time 
when it is unlawful to kill the same, as provided 
by this ordinance, shall be guilty ot a misde­ 
meanor. 
Section 4. All ordinances and parts of ordi­ 
nances In conflict with this ordinance is here­ 
by repealed. 
'Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect 
fifteen days after its passage.
